Lot 7004.04(c) - Alicensed charitable
organization shall prominently display a
sign in the immediate area where the bingo
games are played advising the public of the
phone number where complaints related to
charitable gaming may be made.

LUCKY 7 LOT RULE OF THE
MONTH:

Lot 7103.05(b)(1) - For charitable
organizations selling lucky 7 tickets in
conjunction with bingo, the license shall
expire on the last day of the month for which
the license was issued.

GAMES OF CHANCE LOT
RULE OF THE MONTH:

Lot 7205.02(a) - In accordance with RSA
287-D:6, 1V, a charitable organization shall
not operate more than 10 game dates per
any 12 month period.

Copies of our new applications and other documents pertaining to Bingo/L7
can be found on our website. Please note, each of the following documents
MUST be submitted with the first application for 2021 game dates (i.e. your January Bingo/L7
applications). Failure to submit all required documents and payments will delay the processing of
your application. Supporting documents to be included with your January applications are:

e Documentation confirming the organization's federal tax-exempt status;

e Documentation confirming the organization's registration with NH Secretary of State;

e Documentation confirming the organization's registration with NH Charitable Trusts Unit;
e Aletter of charitable purpose;

e A current "Bingo/Lucky 7 Gaming Operations Participant List";

A copy of the organization's Bingo and/or L7 house rules;

e A copy of the organization's Bingo program (game schedule); and

e Copies of any contracts or agreements for gaming related services.

Once on file, these documents do not need to be resubmitted with subsequent applications for 2021
game dates.
